They Have No Instinctive Impulse to 


Enter the Water. 


It has luniiMl out. under the search- 


ing exi'icrlinuiiiiMiun of recent years, 
that inuu!i that we have supposed lo 
be instinct lu ;mim;l!s Is not Instinct 
at all. For I'siuiiple. Ihe young duck 
proves to have no Instinctive Impulse 
to enter the water, does not recognize 
tho .oleim-nt by sight and Is. In short. 
In precisely the same.situation as a 
chick until, by happy chance, it gets 
its legs wet. Wet legs, however, and 
the lift of the water on the body at 
once start up the swimming reaction, 
and away sails the duckling, as chick- 
ens arid children do not 


The chick, on its part,'has a definite 


Instinct to feck at any small object 
that catches Its eye. 
Xbat takes care 


of its feeding. 
But the chick has no 


corresponding Instinct to drink and 
would die of thirst before It would 
recognize water by sight alone. Drink- 
Ing it has to learn for itself by peek- 
ing at dewdrops or spots of light on 
the surface of the water or particles 
at the bottom of Its cup. 
Even the 


hen, contrary to general belief, proves 
to have no Instinctive fear of the wa- 
ter for her offspring. A hen that has 
raised a few broods of ducks rtnd seen 
them take to the water becomes highly 
distressed when a subsequent hatch of 
chickens do not swim. In fact, hens 
have been reported under these cir- 
cumstances to lend their chicks to the 
waterside and 
push them i In.—Mc-

"•Fake" Precious Jtonas. 


tVw p*rsi)ns lire nwnreof the magni- 


tude of tho industry that has tu tlo 
with tne munufaclnru of "fake" prvcloun 
flonos, says Hariwr's Weekly. While 
our own country Is by no menus mi in- 
slgiuftcant factor In this Industry, yet 
it is to Kniope, especially to the dla- 
uiond-ciitling centers, that we must 
look for its headquarters. 


Nowadays, it is claimed, II Is possi- 


ble In produce »u excellent Imitation 
of almost any 
variety of 
precious 


stones, a s.ilabla Imitation that will de- 
ceive the eye of any but the most ex- 
pert. This contention me.ius (hat nut 
only li tbere a plroug resemblance lo 
thereiil gem, but also that tho Imita- 
tion fhows an astonishingly clever rt>^ 
production of Ibe luster aud high in- 
dex of refraction nud dispersion to ba 
fouud lu the gem Imitated. Color also 
Is counterfeited, so that a ruby, emer- 
ald, sapphire, etc., made of glass, Is 
practically indistinguishable from the 
real Jewel, which may have cost ttioua- 
amls of dollars. 


Tha material employed In the manu- 


facture of forne varieties of Imitation 
stones la known as "strass," made un- 
der dlflereut recipes, which, however, 
generally include red-lead, rock crys- 
tal, potassium carbonate, borax and 
while arsenic. The greater the amount 
of lead used lu the production of the 
"paste," the greater will be the bril- 
liancy and play of prismatic colors In 
the finished product, aud the higher 
will be Its specific gravity— an Import- 
nut consideration tu this industry. On 
the other baud, however, the imitation 
will lose lu hardness when II gains lu 
brilliancy. 


It must not ba imagined that tbe 


process of milking artificial gems )j a 
cheap one— quite the contrary. 
A 


large amount of capital U needed to 
start cuch an Industry; and the high 
degree of purity of material found to ba 
necessary necessitates an arhonut of 
ctro and. Incidentally, waste— all of 
which argue! a Urea expenditure of 
money. Moreover, an imitation gem 
rnnet be cut and fiuttbed in precisely 
the same msuntras a real atone, and 
this essential is perhaps tbe most ex- 
pensive part of the whole process. 


Sometimes, real stones are "faked" in 


a manner calculated to deceive tbe nu- 
initiatad. 
A favorite devica of this 


sort is to cement together stones In 
inch a fashion ss to give Ibe finished 
product tbe aprearaacs of a large, very 
valuable gem — much more valuable, 
indeed, thsn int total v»lnc of the two 
stones utilized. For example, while 
foO would be a fair price for a diimoad 
weighing one carat, £760 might be paid 
for a five-carat itoue of tbt situe water.

give water power sites away under ex- 
isting tuttdequato acis, but we have 
reached a tune now wheii the import- 
ance of thososites has greallyincreaaeil, 
aud theia would seem iobe no reason 
why it would interfere wilh a speedy 
development of ths country to Impose 
upou the use ol such water power files 
restrictions equitable to both the public 
and tbe Investor. The government 
should, he says, retain control over the 
use by private capital of such power 
when It eau only bs exercised upon 
sites whicb belong la the government. 
Such sites can be prjperly parted with 
under conditions of tenure, use and 
compensation consistent ou tbe one 
baud with reasonable profit lo the pri- 
vate capital iuvestsd, and on the other 
wilh the right uf the public to secure 
the furnishing uf auch power at reason- 
able rales to every one. Tbere should 
be. Mr. Tafi bays, "a condition of for- 
feiture if tbe owuer of the powor site 
does rot witiiin a certain time expend 
capital sufficient lo develop the power, 
or tfier development sball charge rates 
10 the public beyond what is a reasona- 
ble profit ou tbe capital invested lu the 
improvemem, to be regulated bv tbe 
goveruuieul, and ihe amount of com- 
pensation that ougm to be charged by 
tbesoverumettforttie use of the waler 
power Kites might i*rb»DS be lefl lo re- 
adjustment every ten or flfieeu or twen- 
ty years. 


Finally, us lo tbe disposition of coal 


lauds, aud indeed of all mineral lauds 
having agricultural value, Mr. Taft 
iu^ceits that it Eaems wise to separate 
ibe surface of tbe land from its mineral 
contents, aud then either to lease tbe 
right to taSte eosl from tbe land at a 
specific corupeuiatioD per ton—tbat is, 
to provide a system of royalties—or to 
tell tbe deposits of the laud outright to 
tbe coal mtuer. lu every case, he adds, 
ititrictlou by wgy of forfeiture ought to 
be included to prevent a monopoly of 
ownership of tbe coal land In anyone 
bet of men w BE to enable them '.o con- 
trol tbe price of coal. Tbe President 
bas lu this Bpe*cb eel forth wltb much 
clearness the relation ol his administra- 
tion to the general policy of conserva- 
tion. To all appearance that relation 
iato beoueof general sympatbv wltb 
tbe aitiiude of hi* predecessor" to tbe 
matter of tbe conservation of resources, 
though circumstances which have al- 
ready developed are likely to render H 
fiction more circumspect as to qu 
fcf detail.

loaded the balloon on carts. While 
this was In progress a forest guard 
wantonly killed one of tho peasant's 
dogs, arousing great Indignation. 


"We accompanied the owner to the 


proprietor of the estate to lodge a 
complaint and found a peasant womaa 
speaking a little French, who. regis- 
tered an entry of our landing In tie 
logbooks. While the peasants were 
conveying the balloon to Ostrolenko, 
the woman gave us a primitive meal 
of potatoes and water. 


"On our arrival at Ostrolenko we
